told, o msn wa¢ seen going in the alrection
of Mount Unton, near Mill Creek, having
what appeared to be g heavy bundle nuder his
arm, covered with a newspaver. It is supposed
the bundle contalned the money which Lewis
hed seoreted, On the road wear Mill Orees, a
large stone micht have been seen, heneath which
it ia supposed the treasure was buried, and there
i# where the man eot it, Two men were seen at
the stone, a 8hort time previous, who were try-
ing to rewove it, How it was discovered 1s not
lJmiliTn[llj' known, but it is surmised that the

1vldual who was seen carrying the bun-
dle has the features of & man who, about thirt
years ago, lived on the premises, but who left
shortly airer the murder ol a peddier near the
pluce, This is a strunge development, but from
all the evidence we are disposed to believe that
the men have tound a considerable amount of
mwoney under the stone. Nothing has bean told
us coneernlong the lucky man, since bhe was seen
